■ ear 1V68 -- 1 July -- and surge fund TAF by ^ under 

..ae continuing resolution on or after that date. I explained that the 
gency is considering this alternative and that it had been presented 
. , Col. ‘White. I pointed out that whether the Agency went the Reserve 
or the 1 July route. Congressional committees wcuid have to be 
^ . -.cried in either case. Clark found no problem with approaches to 
e gress, out stated that it wouisd be the Bureau's preference that 
..he surge funding for TAF be done after 1 July and under the continuing 
e solution. He observed that this alternative might be a better way to 
isure that Congress might not cut funds in the Agency's Congressional 
Budget now before the committees. 

3. In spite of the foregoing, however, Clark did leave open the 
...termination to go via the Reserve route or the 1 July continuing 
resolution route to the DCI. 
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
